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GLENWOOD  CEMETERY. 


The  subject  of  interments  within  the  limits  of  crowded  cities 
has,  of  late  years,  occupied  much  of  the  attention  of  physicians 
and  political  economists.  It  has  been  proved,  by  incontrovertible 
evidence,  that  the  practice,  beside  occupying  large  portions  of 
ground  extremely  valuable  for  other  purposes,  is  fearfully  destruc¬ 
tive  to  the  public  health.  Repeated  observation  has  shown  that 
the  churchyards  of  the  densely  peopled  capitals  of  Europe  are 
so  many  deadly  sources  of  pestilential  effluvia.  The  statistics 
of  cholera  and  typhus  fever  furnish  melancholy  proofs  of  this 
fact,  which  is  now  universally  conceded  by  those  conversant  with 
the  subject.  Hitherto  it  has  been  the  general  custom  of  our 
country  to  bury  in  the  city  churchyards.  A  late  writer,  after 
speaking  of  the  present  agitation  of  this  topic  in  England,  remarks 
that  “  America  is  not  yet  freed  from  that  barbarous  nuisance — 
the  people  of  her  cities  are  still  guilty  of  the  cannibalism  of  taking 
in  the  dead  at  their  lungs.”  Recently,  however,  the  use  of  rural 
cemeteries  has  been  introduced.  An  additional  reason  for  their 
use  with  us,  is  the  comparatively  unsafe  position  of  city  grave¬ 
yards.  The  tide  of  improvement  has  swept  over  many  of  the 
burial  places  of  our  ancestors.  The  passenger  in  some  of  our 
most  populous  thoroughfares  walks  over  a  line  of  graves.  The 
writer  has  seen  human  bones  thrown  out  by  the  laborers  digging 
a  trench  for  the  wTater  pipes  in  Arch  Street.  Old  residents  can 
point  to  where  stores  and  dwellings  cover  the  ground  which, 
within  their  recollection,  was  white  with  tombstones.  Several 
of  our  public  squares  are  filled  with  the  dead.  It  seems  a  dese¬ 
cration,  but  the  rapid  growth  of  our  city  has  rendered  it  neces¬ 
sary.  Hence  has  arisen  the  plan  of  securing  a  burial  place  for 
each  family,  held  in  fee  simple,  and  not  alienable  to  any  other 
use  forever,  and  placed  sufficiently  distant  from  the  heart  of  the 
city  to  be  perfectly  safe  from  disturbance.  The  rural  cemeteries 
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about  our  city,  and  Glenwood  Cemetery  among  them,  have  been 
established  with  a  view  to  the  attainment  of  this  end. 

Glenwood  Cemetery  includes  the  ground  known  as  the  beau¬ 
tiful  seat  of  Thomas  Mellor,  Esq.,  on  the  Ridge  Road,  with  the 
addition  of  a  plot  of  ground  on  the  south  extending  to  Islington 
Lane.  It  contains  twenty-one  acres  of  ground,  and  is  situated 
exactly  on  the  ridge  which  divides  the  wTaters  that  flow  into  the 
Delaware  from  those  that  flow  into  the  Schuylkill.  Its  situation 
on  the  turnpike  gives  it  an  advantage  over  others  upon  the  soft 
clay  roads,  which  are  almost  impassable  in  the  winter.  The  soil 
is  a  fertile  loam,  underlaid  at  the  distance  of  a  few  feet  by  gravel, 
which  is  generally  considered  the  best  soil  for  burial  purposes. 
It  has  been  carefully  graded  by  an  experienced  surveyor,  so  as 
to  secure  a  perfect  drainage.  The  carriage  way  and  walks  are 
serpentine,  so  as  to  combine  beauty  of  appearance  with  ready 
access  to  every  part  of  the  ground.  It  includes  over  seven 
thousand  lots,  generally  eight  by  ten  feet.  The  beautiful  man¬ 
sion  of  Mr.  Mellor  will  be  allowed  to  remain,  and  will  be  con¬ 
verted  into  a  chapel.  A  receiving  vault  for  the  use  of  lot  holders 
has  been  constructed,  and  a  substantial  and  handsome  iron  railing 
has  been  placed  along  the  Ridge  Road  front  of  the  ground.  It 
is  believed  that  the  county  of  Philadelphia  does  not  present  a 
locality  which  combines  so  many  beauties  and  advantages,  for  a 
place  of  burial,  as  the  Glenwood  Cemetery. 


AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE 


THE 

GLENWOOD  CEMETERY  COMPANY. 


Whereas ,  Certain  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth,  hereinafter 
named,  have  associated  together  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
a  Cemetery  or  burial  place  for  deceased  human  bodies,  beyond 
the  thickly  settled  portions  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  and  for 
that  purpose  have  purchased  a  certain  tract  or  piece  of  land 
situate  on  the  Ridge  Road  and  Islington  Lane,  in  Penn  township, 
in  the  said  county  of  Philadelphia,  and  appropriately  laid  out  the 
same  in  avenues  and  plots,  and,  to  a  certain  extent,  embellished 
the  same — Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same , 
That  Joseph  D.  Stewart,  John  W.  Trump,  Joseph  S.  Langer, 
Horn  R.  Kneass,  Thomas  Sandland,  William  D.  Baker,  Charles 
R.  Bicking,  Francis  Knox  Morton,  William  A.  Witte,  Henry  A. 
Stevens,  Aaron  Waters,  William  Curtis,  Henry  T.  Grout,  Henry 
S  Patterson,  Alexander  Whiteside,  John  G.  Michenor,  George 
W.  Gorton,  Peter  Weikel,  James  D.  Whetham,  William  L.  Ward, 
and  Henry  Simons,  junior,  and  their  successors,  and  all  persons 
who  now  are  or  who  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  created  and  erected  into  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the 
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“  Glenwood  Cemetery  Company,”  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  de¬ 
fended,  in  all  the  courts  of  law  and  equity,  within  this  Common¬ 
wealth  and  elsewhere,  and  also  be  able  to  take  and  hold  to  them 
and  their  successors,  either  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  or  lease,  any  real 
estate  for  the  use  of  the  said  Company,  and  by  gift,  grant,  bar¬ 
gain  and  sale,  will  or  bequest,  any  goods  and  chattels,  sum  and 
sums  of  money,  from  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  for  the 
use  of  the  said  Company  ;  to  make  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  generally  to  do  and  perform 
all  and  singular  such  matters  and  things  as  may  be  necessary 
and  proper  for  them  to  do  and  perform,  for  the  well  being  and 
due  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  said  Company,  and  for  the 
improvement  and  ornamenting  of  its  grounds. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  the  said  Company,  and  the 
management  and  disposition  of  its  affairs  and  property,  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Board  of  Directors,  who  shall  be  elected  annually,  at 
such  time,  and  in  such  manner,  and  by  such  persons  as  the  said 
Company  shall  by  its  By-Laws  provide.  At  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Directors  after  their  election  in  each  year,  they  shall  elect, 
from  their  own  number,  a  President,  a  Vice  President,  a  Secre¬ 
tary,  and  Treasurer,  and  also  shall  elect  such  other  officers  as 
the  business  of  the  Company  may  require. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  cor¬ 
poration  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  at  their  will  and 
pleasure  to  change,  alter  and  renew,  and  also  to  exercise  all  the 
rights,  privileges  and  immunities  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
the  corporation  constituted. 

Section  4.  That  every  lot  in  the  said  Glenwood  Cemetery 
shall  be  held  by  the  proprietor  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  sepulture 
alone ;  transferable  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
said  Company,  and  the  grounds  of  said  Cemetery,  which  shall  at 
no  time  exceed  twenty-three  acres,  and  the  lots  in  the  said  Ceme- 
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tery  shall  not  be  liable  to  attachment  or  execution.  Provided , 
That  the  said  exemption  from  attachment  or  execution  shall  not 
extend  to  more  than  four  lots  held  by  any  one  individual.

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ARTICLE  I . 

SHARE  HOLDERS. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  share  holders  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Thursday  in  February,  at  4  o’clock,  p.  m.,  at  which  meeting 
they  shall  elect  by  ballot  from  their  own  body  a  Board  of  twenty- 
one  Directors,  who  shall  serve  for  the  ensuing  year,  or  until  their 
successors  are  elected.  In  case  of  a  failure  to  elect  at  that  time, 
the  election  may  be  held  at  a  future  special  meeting  of  the  share 
holders,  to  be  called  for  that  purpose.  Each  share  holder  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote,  to  be  given  in  person,  for  each  share 
held  by  him,  provided  that  no  share  holder  shall  cast  more  than 
five  votes ;  nor  shall  any  share  be  voted  on,  transferred  within 
five  days  of  the  election.  A  meeting  of  the  share  holders  shall 
be  held  on  the  ground  on  the  second  Thursday  of  May,  August, 
and  November,  at  4  o’clock,  p.  m.  Special  meetings  of  the  share 
holders  may  be  called  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  by  not  less 
than  five  share  holders,  representing  not  less  than  twenty  shares 
— of  which  meetings  at  least  twenty-four  hours  notice  shall  be 
given.  One-fourth  of  the  whole  number  of  share  holders  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  II. 

DIRECTORS. 

Sect.  1.  The  Directors  shall  hold  a  meeting  for  the  purpose 
of  organization,  and  the  election  of  officers,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  meeting  of  share  holders  at  which 
they  were  elected.  They  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  second 
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Thursday  of  each  month,  at  such  time  as  they  may  think  proper. 
They  shall  have  power  to  fill  by  ballot  from  among  the  share 
holders  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  own  body. 

Sect.  2.  Seven  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  form 
n  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sect.  3.  The  President,  and  in  his  absence  the  Vice  President, 
and  in  the  absence  of  both  a  President  pro  tempore ,  shall  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise 
provided  for,  and  enforce  the  usual  rules  of  order. 

Sect.  4.  When  two  Directors  call  for  a  vote  by  ballot  upon 
any  question  before  the  Board,  the  vote  shall  be  so  taken. 

Sect.  5.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  by  the 
President,  or  by  three  Directors;  of  which  meetings  not  less  than 
twenty-four  Jiours  notice  must  be  given  to  the  Directors.  The 
objects  of  each  special  meeting  shall  be  stated  in  the  call,  and 
at  such  meeting  no  business  shall  be  transacted  but  such  as  has 
been  stated  in  the  call  for  the  same,  except  by  unanimous  con¬ 
sent. 

Sect.  6.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  make  a  full  report  of 
tbeir  proceedings  during  the  year,  to  the  share  holders  at  their 
annual  meeting,  to  be  held  previous  to  the  election  of  Directors  ; 
which  report  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  clear  and  particular 
account  of  their  receipts  and  disbursements,  properly  classed 
under  appropriate  heads,  and  showing  accurately  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Company  at  the  time. 

ARTICLE  III. 

SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  notify  the  members  of  all  special  and 
adjourned  meetings  ;  keep  a  register  of  all  certificates  issued  for 
lots ;  fill  up,  sign,  and  register,  every  deed  executed  for  lots  ; 
keep  an  index  of  all  the  lot  holders,  together  with  such  transfers 
as  shall  be  made  ;  register  all  permits  for  burials,  showing  the 
section  and  lot  in  which  the  interment  is  to  be  made,  together 
with  the  name,  age,  and  last  disease  of  the  deceased  ;  receive 
all  moneys  for  or  on  account  of  the  Company,  and  keep  an 
account  thereof,  together  with  all  amounts  paid  out  on  orders 
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of  the  Board ;  and,  when  required,  furnish  to  the  Board,  within 
two  weeks  after  such  requirement,  a  statement  of  the  condition 
and  resources  ot  the  Company,  its  receipts,  expenditures,  liabili¬ 
ties,  and  assets.  His  books  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
the  Board  or  any  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  same  in 
his  presence.  He  shall  keep  all  bills,  papers,  &c.,  and  duly  file 
them  for  easy  reference.  He  shall  deliver  to  his  successor,  all 
moneys,  books,  papers,  and  other  properties  in  his  charge  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Company.  He  shall  give  such  security  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Board  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties, 
and  shall  receive  for  his  services  such  compensation  as  the  Board 
may  agree  upon. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  from  time  to  time  all  moneys  paid 
in  for  Cemetery  purposes.  He  shall  pay  all  orders  drawn  upon 
him  by  the  Board  when  signed  by  the  President,  but  none  others. 
He  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  account  of  all  moneys  received 
and  orders  paid.  He  shall  hold  his  books  subject  to  the  call 
and  examination  of  the  Board  or  the  Committee  on  Finance. 
He  shall  make  a  report  monthly  of  the  amount  of  money  received 
and  from  what  sources;  the  amount  paid  out  and  for  what  pur¬ 
poses,  and  of  the  balance  on  hand  ;  and,  upon  the  election  of  his 
successor  in  office,  he  shall  hand  over  to  him,  unmutilated,  all 
moneys,  books,  papers,  and  other  property  in  his  possession,  as 
Treasurer,  belonging  to  the  Company.  His  books  shall  be  pro¬ 
perly  balanced  and  adjusted  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
office.  He  shall  give  such  security  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

ARTICLE  V. 

SUPERINTENDENT. 

The  Superintendent  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors,  and  shall,  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  keep  a 
true  and  correct  record  of  every  interment  made  in  ihe  Cemetery, 
noting  the  name,  age,  and  disease  of  the  subject  interred,  together 
with  the  number  and  section  of  the  lot  in  which  the  interment  i« 
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made ;  and  also  keep  a  journal  of  interments  made  in  the  receiving 
vault,  and  the  time  of  occupancy  of  each  body  therein  deposited. 
He  shall  reside  on  the  premises  and  not  absent  himself,  unless  on 
business  of  the  Company,  without  permission  in  writing,  signed, 
by  two  members  of  the  Committee  on  Ground,  and  then  not  with¬ 
out  providing  a  person  suitably  qualified  to  perform  the  duties 
of  his  office  ;  and  his  constant  exertion  shall  be  given  to  promote, 
by  all  means  in  his  power,  the  interests  of  the  Company.  He 
shall  keep  all  the  lots,  walks,  avenues,  and  fences,  together  with 
the  chapel,  clean  and  in  good  order  ;  and  in  case  of  funerals  shall 
have  the  chapel  warmed,  ventilated,  and  opened,  as  occasion 
may  require.  He  shall  enforce  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Company,  and  shall  expel,  or  cause  to  be  expelled,  from  the 
grounds  all  persons  guilty  of  riotous,  disorderly,  or  improper  con¬ 
duct.  He  shall  not  permit  intoxicating  drinks  of  any  kind  to  be 
used  or  sold  upon  the  premises,  nor  at  any  time  allow  the  grounds 
to  be  used  by  parties  of  pleasure  of  any  description.  He  shall 
not  be  permitted  to  have  out-houses,  sheds,  or  any  description 
of  buildings  upon  the  premises,  except  the  same  have  been  erected 
or  authorized  by  the  Committee  on  Ground.  He  shall  keep  no 
pigs,  cows,  nor  horses,  except  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
Committee  on  Ground.  He  shall  not  keep,  or  allow  poultry  of 
any  description  to  be  kept  running  at  large  upon  the  premises  ; 
and  he  shall  be  careful  that  all  fuel  and  domestic  utensils  be  kept 
within  doors,  and  that  no  lumber  of  any  kind  be  suffered  to 
accumulate  upon  the  grounds.  He  shall  mark  out  the  space  to 
be  occupied  by  materials  necessary  for  the  improvements  de¬ 
signed  by  lot  holders,  and  shall  require  them  to  make  such 
arrangements  as  will  secure  the  adjoining  lots,  as  well  as  the 
walks  and  alleys,  from  being  impaired  by  the  same.  He  shall 
also  require  that  rubbish  of  every  kind  and  description,  conse¬ 
quent  upon  improvements,  be  removed  by  parties  making  the 
same,  either  during  the  progress  of  the  work  or  immediately  after 
its  completion,  as  the  interests  of  the  ground  may  require.  He 
shall  oversee  and  open,  or  cause  to  be  opened,  the  lots  in  which 
interments  are  to  be  made,  when  a  permit  shall  be  handed  him 
to  that  effect  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Company.  He  shall  not 
be  allowed  to  make  any  demand  or  receive  any  perquisite  of  any 
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kind  or  description  from  any  lot  holder  for  services  performed 
growing  out  of  his  duty  as  Superintendent,  unless  he  may  be 
employed  to  perform  some  service  not  herein  mentioned  or  laid 
down  in  the  regulations  of  the  Company.  He  shall  give  such 
security  as  the  Directors  may  require  that  his  duties  shall  be  faith¬ 
fully  performed,  and  that,  with  his  knowledge  or  consent,  no 
corpse  shall  be  disinterred  and  removed  from  the  grounds  without 
a  permit  from  the  proper  officer.  He  shall,  at  the  expiration  of 
his  term  of  office,  deliver  up  all  books,  papers,  and  other  property 
of  the  Company  which  have  been  kept  by  him,  or  come  into  his 
possession  as  Superintendent.  He  shall  receive  such  compen¬ 
sation  for  his  services  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  determine. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Sect.  1.  The  President  shall,  at  the  meeting  of  his  election, 
proceed  to  nominate  the  following  standing  committees : — 

1.  A  committee  of  five,  to  be  called  the  Committee  on 
Ground. 

2.  A  committee  of  three,  as  a  Committee  of  Finance  and 
Accounts. 

The  committees  so  nominated,  when  confirmed  by  the  Board, 
shall  hold  their  appointment  for  the  term  of  one  year.  Anv 
vacancy  occurring  in  the  same  by  death,  resignation,  or  other¬ 
wise,  shall  be  filled  by  the  Chair  with  the  consent  of  the  Board. 
The  President  of  the  Board  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  all 

committees,  and  shall  be  notified  of  their  meetings.

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Ground  to 
take  a  general  supervision  of  all  matters  in  relation  to  the  order, 
beauty,  and  convenience  of  the  arrangement  in  and  about  the 
Cemetery,  suggest  to  the  Board,  in  writing,  such  alterations  and 
improvements  in  and  about  the  ground  as  in  their  judgment  may 
be  deemed  most  expedient.  They  shall  also  make  all  contracts 
in  writing  in  reference  to  the  Cemetery,  and  file  copies  of  the 
same  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  ;  carefully  examine 
all  bills  growing  out  of  the  improvements  and  alterations  that 
may  be  made  and  present  them  to  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
who  shall  submit  them  to  the  Board  at  their  next  meeting.  They 
shall  superintend  the  surveying  and  staking  of  the  ground  ;  settle

and  decide  all  disputes  arising  in  relation  to  lines  between  lot 
holders ;  hear  and  redress  all  grievances  complained  of  on  the  part 
of  said  holders  ;  direct  the  Superintendent  in  the  due  performance 
of  his  duties,  and  report  in  writing  to  the  Board  at  least  once  in 
three  months  the  condition  of  the  ground,  as  well  as  all  other 
matters  coming  under  their  notice  in  relation  to  the  interest  of 
the  Company. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Finance  and 
Accounts  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  at 
least  once  in  three  months.  They  shall,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  Secretary,  prepare  and  report  to  the  Board  semi-annually  a 
statement  of  the  pecuniary  position  of  the  Company.  They  shall 
also  receive  from  the  various  committees,  and  all  other  sources, 
the  bills  contracted  for  on  account  of  the  Company  ;  see  that  they 
are  properly  audited  and  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  committees 
through  which  they  pass,  and  are  made  out  in  proper  form,  and 
present  the  same  in  a  written  report  to  the  Board  at  every  stated 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

INTERMENTS. 

Sect.  1.  All  applications  for  interment,  and  for  the  use  of  the 
receiving  vault,  shall  be  made  to  the  Secretary,  and  no  interment 
or  deposit  shall  take  place  without  a  permit  signed  by  him.  In  all 
cases  of  interment,  at  least  eight  hours  of  daylight  previous  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Superintendent.  All  graves  shall  be  dug  at 
the  distance  of  six  inches  within  the  party  lines,  and  of  sufficient 
depth  not  to  endanger  the  health  of  the  living.  All  graves  shall 
be  kept  sodded  and  of  uniform  shape  on  the  surface  and  of  equal 
dimensions  at  head  and  foot,  and  not  more  than  eighteen  inches 
high.  Shrubbery  may  be  planted  and  flowers  cultivated  to  suit 
the  taste  of  the  proprietors.  All  vaults  shall  be  covered  at  least 
two  feet  with  earth,  stone,  or  other  impervious  material.  No 
railings  or  other  improvements  shall  encroach  upon  the  alleys, 
and  no  improvements  shall  exceed  four  feet  in  height,  without 
the  written  consent  of  the  Committee  on  Ground. 

Sect.  2.  All  gates  shall  open  into  the  lots,  and  no  monument, 
construction,  or  inscription,  offensive  to  decency  or  propriety,  shall 
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be  placed  on  any  lot ;  and  if  so  constructed  or  placed  thereon,  the 
same  may  be  removed  by  the  Directors  at  the  cost  of  the  person 
or  persons  so  violating  this  rule. 

Sect.  3.  In  the  building  of  vaults,  tombs,  or  other  structures, 
a  place  will  be  designated  by  the  Superintendent  for  the  deposit  of 
stone,  bricks,  and  other  materials,  which  shall  be  brought  to  the 
premises,  and  the  surplus  removed  therefrom  by  barrows  wdth  broad 
wheels  or  by  hand,  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to  remain  longer  on 
the  ground  than  is  actually  necessary ;  and  all  vaults  and  graves 
shall  be  dug  by  workmen  in  the  employ  of  the  Company,  for 
which  reasonable  and  fair  charges  shall  be  made. 

Sect.  4.  The  rate  of  charges  for  interment  shall  be  as  fol¬ 
lows  : — 

For  digging  and  sodding  graves  eight  feet  deep,  for  persons 
over  twelve  years  of  age,  .  .  .  .  $3  50 

Under  twelve  years  of  age,  .  .  .  $2  50 

And  fifty  cents  to  be  paid  extra  for  every  foot  more  than  eight 
feet  deep. 

Opening  and  closing  the  receiving  vault  one  dollar  each  time  ; 
opening  vaults  where  earth  is  removed,  the  same  as  opening  a 
grave. 

The  rate  of  charges  for  a  coffin  to  remain  in  the  receiving  vault 
shall  be  as  follows,  viz  :  for  one  week,  fifty  cents  ;  over  one  week 
and  not  over  four  weeks,  one  dollar  per  week ;  for  every  day 
over  four  weeks,  one  dollar  per  day. 

No  charge  shall  be  made  for  the  first  two  weeks,  if  the  body 
deposited  in  the  vault,  when  removed  therefrom,  be  buried  in  the 
Cemetery. 

The  remains  of  no  person  who  died  of  small  pox  or  other  con¬ 
tagious  disease  shall  be  permitted  to  be  deposited  in  the  receiving 
vault.  No  coffin  to  remain  therein  more  than  two  months,  unless 
by  special  permission  of  the  Committee  on  Ground ;  and  in  all 
cases  satisfactory  security  to  be  given  for  the  removal  of  bodies, 
and  the  payment  of  the  charges  incurred. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

When  any  lot  is  sold  by  the  Company,  one-fourth  of  the  price 
of  the  same  shall  be  forthwith  paid,  when  the  purchaser  shall 
receive  a  certificate  showing  the  number  of  the  lot  purchased, 
and  the  amount  of  the  instalment  of  purchase  money  paid; 
and  the  balance  of  the  purchase  money  shall  be  paid  in  three 
equal  monthly  payments  thereafter,  and  on  failure  to  make  any 
of  the  said  monthly  payments  of  the  said  balance,  the  said  pur¬ 
chaser  shall  be  chargeable  with  interest  on  the  amount  so  re¬ 
maining  due,  and  ten  per  centum  as  costs  of  collection ;  and  if 
at  the  expiration  of  six  months  after  the  time  when  the  said  pur¬ 
chase  was  made,  the  full  amount  of  the  purchase  money  and 
interest  shall  not  be  paid,  then  in  such  case  the  said  lot  shall  be 
subject  to  forfeiture  at  once,  at  the  option  of  the  Board.  No 
certificate  for  such  lot  shall  be  transferred  or  deed  issued  before 
the  payment  of  the  entire  purchase  money. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Alterations  and  amendments  of  these  By-Laws  may  be  made 
at  any  meeting  of  the  share  holders  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  notice,  specifying  the  proposed  alterations  or 
amendments,  having  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting.
